SAD DEATH OF E.T.C. CLERK. 

We have received the following account of 
the death of a popular member of the Eastern 
Telegraph Company’s staff, Mr. A. B. Collier, 
who only recently was transferred from Alex- 
andria to Zanzibar :— 

An accident, resulting in the death of Mr. A. 
B. Collier, of the E. T.C. Staff, occurred at 
Prison Island on Sunday, April 29. Mr. Collier 
with three colleagues went over to the island 
for a week-end and Sunday afternoon he and 
two of his friends were bathing off the sandy 
spit at Prison Island, the place where it is 
usual to land. A rowing boat was anchored 
on the north side cf the beach in shallow 
water, a short distance from the shore. Collier 
remarked to one of his companions, “See me 
dive under that boat.” Taking a long ron he 
dived into the water bot must have strack 
the sandy bottom with his head as he came 
to the surface half-way between the water's 
edge and the boat, face downwards. His friends 
immediately went to his assistance and hauled 
him out. He was quite limp and uncon- 
scious, but after being rubbed he came round 
fora few moments. Daring this time he un- 
derstood what was said to him, but was unable 
to reply except by signs.. He was carried up 
to the bungalow, but in spite of everything 
that could be done did not recover conscious- 
ness again and his pulse stopped at 5.30 p.m. 
Dr. Thompson, of the Amber, arrived on the 
scene half an hour after the occurrence. He 
considered death to have been due to fracture 
of the base ot the skull. 

The funeral took place on Monday after- 
noon at 4.30 p.m., the service being condacted 
by the Rev. Godfrey Dale. The body was 
followed to the English cemetery by Mr. 
Robinson, Mr. Hardwick, and the staff of the 
E. T. C. Captain Drake and officers of the 
C. 8. Amber, Mr. Basil 8. Cave, C.B., H.B.M.’s 
Agent and Consul-General, M. Paul Ottavi, 
Consul for France, Judge Lindsey Smith, and 
a number of other European residents. One 
ot his Highness the Sultan’s carriages filled 
with wreaths and crosses followed behind the 
procession. 

A'tred Bertram Collier was born on Nov. 10, 
1882. He was a fine swimmer and a noted 
diver ; good at football and cricket, and very 
popular throughout the service. Much sym- 
pathy and sorrow has been expressed by 
Zanzibar at this sad termination of a promis- 
ing career.

Mohamedans were surprised at and irritated 
by England’s ‘ threats to Turkey over the 
question of ‘‘the frontier between two Ottoman 
vilayets.” How can they deceive themselves 7 
Egypt is not ours—not our property. Note 
well, fellow-Moslems, if we are to remain 
acquiescent in our present weakness and 
ignorance no territories will be likely to remain 
in our possession, and not on!y is our rule over 
our own country doomed, but all our provinces 
will pass one after another into the hands of 
foreign Powers. Youask, By what right does 
England occupy Egypt? and I venture to give 
the reply : England occupies the Nile Valley 
by the same rights as those we possessed threa 
centuries ago when we occupied this country. 
The Moslems must know the trath and cease 
to shat their eyes in order not to behold it. 
The wise and strong conqner the weak and 
ignorant. This is the law of the world. If you 
wish your rights to be preserved, and your 
country protected, strengthen and enlighten 
yourselves by means of science and improved 
education, and get rid of the useless pride in 
your forefathers’ glories, which now brings you 
no benefit. Let us be real Moslems in deed and 
word united in interest and sympathy. Other 
nations will then esteem us, and our enemies 
become our friends.

THE GOVERNMENT AND FOUNDERS’ 
SHARES. 


A correspondent writes :—While it may be 
urged that a law regulating the issue of foun. 
ders’ shares has not been found necessary in 
England, and it is therefore a work of super- 
erogation in Egypt, I should like to point out 
that public opinion in Egypt is so uneducated in 
all matters connected with finance that the com- 
parison between Cairo and the City falls to the 
ground. It seems to me the obvious daty of the 
Gover: mant to educate public opinion here by 
the publication of decrees, etc., relating to all 
the branches of company promotion, and in 
this context I should like to point out that, as 
faras I can discover, the Company Law of 
1899, after its promulgation, was never re-pub- 
lished in a form accessible to the gewural 
public, 

Two essential clauses stand prominently ont 
from the body of the latest decree. One, and 
that the most important, forbids the negotia- 
tion of Founders’ shares until two years after 
issue. With this lamin absolute agreement. 
In too many cases company promotors have 
counted—and not to their cost,on manipulating 
Founders’ shares with a view to landing them 
on an uncritical public long before anyone 
could form any appreciation of their real or 
potential valoe. In fatare the public, when 
the Founders’ shares come on the market, will 
have had time to study the results of two 
years’ work, It may then feel itself justified at 
buying them at a premiom—or it may decline, 
reflecting that all is not gold that glitters. 

The wisdom of the clause that restricta per- 
mission to issae Founders’ shares to companies 
exploiting an invention or Government conces- 
sion the precise value of which cannot be 
estimated, seems to me open to question. It is 
easy to imagine cases in which the issue 
of Founders’ share; is more justifiable than 
in the cases referred to above. 

Personally I cannot resist the conviction 
that it might have been wiser to leave the 
decision as to the case in which the issue was 
permissible to the good jadgment of the 
Government's advisers. 

Finally I must express the hope that the 
Government will allow no exceptions to its 
rules. The Law of 1899, I believe, forbade 
the issue of shares at a premium, except to 
cover expenses of flotation or to serve the com- 
pany’s reserve fand. But the issae at a premium 
of £2 of the sharesof the Bank of Abyssinia was 
surely not covered by this exception, and the 
action of the Government in permitting this 
created a bad impression on Earupean markets. 

The devices of the promotor are numberless 
and it is quite possible that in the near 
fatare he will have learnt how to drive an 
arabiya and pair through the decree under 
discussion. ThoughI do notintend to spoil 
sport by making any suggestions. 

In the interest of the public and of 
sound finance in general I think it is high 
time for the Government to revise and elabor- 
ate the whole Company Law of this country

It is 
authoritatively stated that no fewer than 45 
batteries have been ear marked for redaction, 
so that the R. F. A. will be out down to its 
proportions prior to the Boer War. In service 
circles this decision is condemned unani- 
mously, and the scheme of replacing these 
batteries by militia batteries is pronounced 
to be the dream of a faddist. Its effect on 
promotion is too apparent to be pointed ont. 


It is intimated that men of the Royal Garri- 
son Artillery of the under-mentioned categories 
of service may be transferred to the Army 
Reserve on conversion of service, provided 
that they can obtain guaranteed employment : 
(a) All men enlisted for 7 years with the 
colours, provided that they have not extended, 
and have completed 6 years’ service ; (b) all 
men extended to complete 8 years, who have 
now over 6 years’ service ; (c) all men extended 
to complete 12 years, who have now over 10 
years’ service. The classes (b) and (c) who take 
advantage of this concession will not be reqair- 
ed to pay the som of £10 as laid down in the 
Royal Warrant, 1906. 


Amongat other changes about to be izsti- 
tated in infantry on home service is that each 
will have its own soelf-trained section of 
mounted infantry, and a proportion of the 
infantry will carry miniature entrenching 
tools— spade and pick—attached to the waist- 
belt. Daring the forthcoming field operations at 
Aldershot and Salisbury Plain, the utility of 
these tools will be thoroughly tested. 


A Parliamentary paper recently gives details 
of the strength of the British flset as compared 
with the fleets of the United States, Italy, 
Rassia, Germany, France and Japan. It shows 
that we have 55 battleships of the first class— 
Kogland builds nothing else—against the 82 
of the Powers named. France follows England 
with 19 ; Germany is a good third with 18. We 
stand well with regard to croisers, having 114. 
Both battleships and cruisers are up to date, 
whilst not a few of the other Powers are a bit 
antiquated. In ship building programme, 
Kogland does not stand so well. The namber 
of battleships on British stocks is half a dozen, 
compared with eleven building for the United 
States, six each for Franee and Germany and 
a like number for Italy and Japan. In armour- 
éd crnisers our position is batter, as we have 
ten building, against eight in the United 
States. The Germans are building half a dozen 
protected cruiserr, a type of ship which is 
not so much in favour in the British navy.

Kirk Relisée is 
an ancient town, and is mentioned in an 
Imperial Rescript of the XV. Centary.

THE SALE of the estate which the Patriar- 
chate of Jerusalem owned in the Bukovina 
realised 1,200,000 crowns. Charch opinion was 
divided fur and against the sale, bnt to compen- 
sate for the loss of 6,000 francs which the estate 
yielded the money realised will wipe off half 
of the debt of this Patriarchate, and wi'l avoid 
the annus! payment of 60,000 francs as inte 
rest on the several loans which this needy 
Patriarchate has had to contract at differant 
periods.

Who knows, queries tha “Amalthea”, but what 
the backwardness of the Greek nation in Tar- 
key may not be due to the inferiority of its 
pastors and masters.

Mostapna Errenpi, Director of Posts and 
Telegraphs in the Yemen, is row in Constan- 
tinople, having beer summoned thither to 
report on the progress‘of the Arab revolt. 


THe Sramsoun press publishes an official 
communiqné to the effect that the members of 
the Bederhan clan who were exiled to Tripoli 
have been tried, and that most serious charges 
have been prdved againat them. ‘They have 
been convicted of having held a number of 
secret meetings and of having planned a series 
of marders in Constantinople. It has further 
been established that they had armeda nam- 
ber of men in view of the realisation of their 
nefarious scheme. The sentences passed upon 
them by the Court of Appeal of Tripoli have 
been referred to the Court of Cassstion. 


THis year’s elections tor the Municipal 
Council of Samos have been attended with less 
diserder than is usual in this theatre of dissen- 
sion and polemics. The majority in the Council 
are adherents of the Soufouli party. The poai- 
tion of the Bey is always one of speculative 
doubt. The present Prince is Yanko Effendi 
Bithynos, and it shonld surprise no one if 
somé one else succeeds him to-morrow. So 
much for the one Constitation under Ottoman 
auspices. 


ANTIQUARIANS should be interested in the 
recent discovery at Apollonia, near Brusd 
ofa mosaic slab containing among other fig- 
ares, that of the Sphinx. Apollonia is near 
the lake of that name, one of the most histori- 
cal regions of Asia Minor. 


A new law on antiquities has jast been pro- 
malgated and contains 135 articles, It is in- 
tended to safeguard more than heratofore;the 
interests of the Stamboul Imperial Moseom. 
Henceforth no antiquities brought into Tarkey 
may be taken out of the country again without 
#pecial permission from the Imperial Museum. 
It is also forbidden to bay, sell, or exportjanti- 
quities without permission of the Maseam. 


THE NUMISMATIC section of the Imperial 
Maseum has been enriched by 197 silver coins 
of the Seljak period discovered at Sivas, 


By JmpERiaL Iradé, a steamship service is 
to be institated on the Lake of Nice, with a 
view to the development of the natural wealth 
of this lake district, which is covered with 
forests, one of them, that of Inegol, covering 
ao area of 3,700,000 dennums, or 120,000 
acres. The Sakaria waters this forest land, 
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which is also traversed by the tailway. The 
laké discharges into the Gulf of Ghemlek, 
Sea' of Marmora, an important chrome ore 
district. 

To rvcreaseE the olive groves of Rhodes, the 
Tarkish Department of Agricalture is sending 
thither ten thousand plants purchased by the 
agricultural bank. 

THE EASTERN provinces of Asia Minor lately 
suffered from heavy rains, which, inter alia, 
flooded the Tigris. The rain zone extended as 
far south as Aleppo. Several lines were lost. 

STAMBOUL CONTAINS a nomber of public 
libraries, chief among which are those of 
Bayazid, Fatih, Saint Sophia, Atif Effendi, 
Sssad Effendi, Nonur-i-Osmanieh, and Kea- 
precious works, 
inclading gifts from foreign countries, the 
katab-hane of Fathi, near the celebrated 
Pigeon Moeque, having a collection ot scien- 
tific works and encyclopsedie which were pre- 
sented by the Uvited States. Unhappily, like 
all Tarkish inatitations, they are in a neglected 
state. 

PRINKIPO, one of the Twelve Isles of 
Byron, and none the less equally famous for 
its donkeys, is to have a rew~ Greek Charch, 
which is being erected within the precinct< 
of the pictaresqae Convent’ of Goudonna. 

A Commission, under the presidency of Ali 
Khairi Bey, Director of Railways, inclading 
the engineers, Zahdi Bey, Mastapha Bey, 
Ferid Bey, and Abdoullah Effsndi, the Imperial 
Commissioner of the Baghdad Railway, has 
left for Koniah to take delivery of the Koniah- 
Boulgonrlou section of the Baghdad Railway. 

Upwarps of 2,000 kilogrammes of copper 
from the Tokat Foundry have arrived at 
Damascus for various works on the Hedjaz 
line.

THE COMPANY'S INTEREST IN THE 
FAYOUM LIGHT RAILWAYS, 


The first ordinary gereral (or statutory) 
meeting of the Anglo-Belgian Company of 
Egypt, Limited, was held on the 30:h May, at 
the offices, 62, London-wall, E C., Baron George 
de Reater (chairman of the company) presid- 


ing. 

The Secretary (Mr. G. T. Broadbridge, 
F.C.LS.) having read the notice convening the 
meeting, 

he Chairman said: As a matter of fact, 
this is a parely formal meeting, tocomply with 
the statatory requirements, and there is no 
basiness to be transacted. At the same time 
] desire to inform you that the company was 
registered on March 3, 1906, with a nominal 
capital of £1,000,000, divided into 200,000 
shares of £5 each. The prospectus of the 
company, Offering 100,000 shares, was issued 
on March 6 last in England, and simulta- 
neously there was also issued a similar pro- 
spectus in Belgiam and Egypt. As will be 
seen from the report issued with notice of 
this meeting, 70,000 shares have been allotted, 
which, when fully paid up, will represent an 
issued capital of £350,000. One ot tha main 
objects for which the company was formed 
was, a8 mentioned in the prospectus, the 
acquiring, under contract, of a controlling 
interest in the shares and debentares of the 
Fayoum Light Railways Company, which is 
an Egyptian company. This railway is situated 
in the Province of Fayoum, not far from Cairo, 


and has a mileage, as was stated in the prospec- | 


tus, of about 105 English miles. This controlling 
interest has since the allotment been ac- 
quired by this company, and the reorganisation 
of the Fayoum Light. Railways Company is 
being carried out.. We began by having a 
general meeting; at which the-majority of the 
members of the old board were not re-elected, 
and our own nominees‘ were substituted. I 
may say that I was asked to take the chair of 
the railways company, and M. Frézon, who is 
present, was elected vice-president, and M. 
Florent Lambert, who is also present, was 
elected a director. The other gentleman whom 
we have nominated are interested in the Cré- 
dit Général Lidgeois, one of our largest share- 
holders and other gentleman representing 
institations having very close relations with 
that institution. The statutes of the railway 
company—that is, what corresponds to articles 
of association in England—have been modified 
to bring them up to more modern ideas, and 
the line itself, both with regard to permanent 
way and rolling stock, is being entirely over- 
hauled. We are buying new rolling stock, 
we are repairing the permanent way where it 


consideration. We have not laonched into 
anything new at present, because we have 
deemed it advisable to give the matter very 
caretal consideration in each case. I think 
that is all I have to say. 

“Mr. Frederick Bird: I notice there have 
been 70,000 shares issned, and [ presume these 
are the shares underwritten. Of coarse, the 
directors have used their jadgment and gone 
to allotment on 70,00) shares, out of the 100,000 
which were open to the public to take up. 
Perhaps our chairman will be able. to tell me 
what the profi‘s of the railways were for the 
year ended February, 1906. I think that is the 
date when the accounts were made up. I also 
wish to ask if the directors have any other 
business in view for the purpose of employing 
the balance of £100,000 to which the chairman 
referred. I noticedin the prospectus that the 
railway company’s profits fur the year 1905 
were somewhat less than for the year 1994, and 
that is the reason I ask whether there has been 
any improvement or otherwise for the year 
1905. 

The Chairman: With regard to the number 
of shares issaed, it was stated ia the prospec- 
tus that there were 100,000 to be issued and 
70,000 were underwritten. By the terms of our 
articles of association, I think I am right in 
saying that tha directors were not allowed to 
go to allotment unless 10,000 were applied for. 
We had only 70,000 anderwritten be3ause we 
thought that was sofficient, at any rate, for the 
moment, and 70,020 having been underwritten 
and paid for, we went to allotment on that 
amount. We scarcely expected that more than 
that would be applied for ; but if there had 
been, we should have taken the money and 
employed it, no doubt profitably, in the fature. 
With regard to the question as to what we 
propose to do with the £100,000,at the present 
time we have a considerable number of ache- 
mes under consideration, as I thought I men- 
tioned in my speech ; but we require time to 
give them carefal consideration, bucause we do 
not wish to invest our money in enterprises 
that are not safe. It ie, no doubt, very easy to 
enter into a spesulative gambling transaction 
which may show a very large profit prima 

facie, but in which the whole capital may be 
| lost ;, therefore, we are going to work very 

slowly, and are giving each particalar business 
very carefal. consideration. When we find any 
business that’ meets with the entire approval 
of the board as to soundness and as to 
ultimate profit we shall invest so much of 
our fands in such an enterprise as in our dis- 
' cretion seems reasonab!e. With regard to the 
revenue of the Fayoum Light Railways, I do 

not know why you choose February, 1906. 

Mr. Bird: | see in the prospectus you give 
ithe receipts and the profits for the years 
‘ended Febrcary 28, 1905, and Febroary 28, 
1904. That is the reasonI give that date. 

According to the balance-sheet published, the 

gross receipts were £23,000 and the profits 


is defective, and we are generally equipping ' £8,000. 


the line so as to enable it to cope with all 
the requirements likely to be made upon it, 
which up to the present it has not been able 
to do. Until now, the native management ‘has 
been what we might call very lax and this 
has been taken in hand by the new board, and 
we have every reason to suppose that after a 
year or so, when we are in fall working order, 
and the conditions have improved, the com- 
pany will really become a very successfal one, 
1 will not give you any further details about 
the railway beyond saying that negotiations 
are now going on with the Egyptian Govern- 
ment fora modification of the deed of con- 
cession of the Fayoum Light Railway Com. 
pany, and we have. the. assurance of various 
members- of the Egyptian Government that 
what we sak will be accorded. At the present 
moment it is only a subject of detail which is 
under discussion. If these modifications are 
obtained the company will be in a rather 
better position than it was before. We shall 
have & pecuniary advantage in the event ot 
the Government exercising its right of pur- 
chase after a certain number of years. As I 
daresay you know, the capital of the Anglo- 
Belgian Company of Egypt is partly English, 
partly Belgian, and partly Egyptian, and the 
directorate is composed in the same way : 
we have English, Belgian, and, if 1 msy call 
them so, Egyptian directorr,. although as a 
matter of fact, they are Europeans resident in 
Egypt. I think the only thing else 1 bave to 
tell you is that we are applying for a Stock 
Exchange settlement and. an official quotation 
of the company’s shares, which we believe will 
be granted in dae course. These shares are not 
yet fally:called up ; but: the directors think it 
very desirable that:the share ehoald ba made 
fally paid at the earliest opportunity, so that 
the company can have the advantage of the 
whole of its capital, and, with that object in 
view, we have recently made a call of 15s. per 
share, payable early next month, leaving 15s. 
per share to be called ap later-on, which we 
shall do comparatively shortly. You will be 
interested to know that a good many share- 
holders have already paid up their shares in 
fall, without waiting for the calls to be made. 
In conclusion, I would say that, after paying 
the fall purchase-money for, the interest in the 
Fayoum Light Railways Company, after makirg 
& large loan to that company to enable them to 
equip their line and to pot it into proper 
working condition, and after we hive exercised 
Certain options for the purchase of certain 
shares in the Fayonm Light Railways Com- 
pany, we shall still have some £10’ ,000 of 
capital to work with. I think it is important 
that yon should know this, because the 
majority of the Egyptian companies that have 
come out lately have had a capital varying 
between £200,000 and £500,(00. of which 
generally only one-half has been paid up, and, 
notwithstanding that, most of these companies 
have been extremely saccessfal. Therefore | 
think we, even at the present moment, are in 
& position to take up any good business that 
is brought before us after carefol and due

Mr. Bird : 
Febraary, 1905. 

The Chairman : Well, those-are practically 
the receipts for 1904. For the year ended Feb- 
ruary, 1906, I believe that the profits were not 
so good as those for the previous year. I cannot 
give you the exact figures, because I have not 
got them here. lt is only natural that they 
should not be so good, bearing in mind Lord 
Cromer’s report. He reported that the condition 
of the railway was extremely bad, and that it 
required improving in many respects, and [ 
may say that the reason we were able to get 
this controlling interest at the price we did was 
that the rolling stock, the permanent way, and 
the management were all in an equally bad 
condition. Our hope is that by careful manage- 
ment, by improving the permanent way, and 
by ameliorating the rolling stock, we shall not 
only bring the profits for fature years up to 
what they were at the best in the past, but 
that we shall very materially increase them. I 
do not think I can say anything more on the 
subject at the present moment. 

Mr. Bird: My reason for asking the question 
with regard to what other business you have 
in view is that 1 understand you propose call- 
ing up the rest of the instalments. It seems to 
me, unless you have something to put that 
money into, it had better remain in the pockets 
of the shareholders. 

‘he Chairman: I have already told you 
that we have several matters under considera- 
tion which may what the Americans call 
“materialise” at any moment, and we do not 
want to be in the position ot having very good 
business and losing it for want of funds in 
hand. If you are acquainted with the way 
in which things are done in Egypt, you will 
know that business is often concladed very 
rapidly, and one mast be in a position to pay 
the movey or lose the opportunity. 

Mr. Bird. proposed a vote of thanks to the 
chairman, which was agreed to ananimously.

THE PASSING OF A PATRIOT.

A Port Said correspondent, signirg himeelf 
“Nenagh,” sends us the following : 

On the 31st May, Michael Davitt died in 
his sixtieth year. ‘This line simple enough in 
the reading has burnt deeply into the heart of 
every sincere Irishman, and calls for a respect- 
fal tribute from his political enemies. 

There is no necessity to explain who Davitt 
was ; sufficient now that he has thrown off the 
faulty flesh for us to feel that his soul was 
pare. Englishmen may call him a fanatic 
because he was an Irish patriot, bat one must 
respect the man who was prepared to, and did 
soffer for principles he bslieved to be right. 
Like so many of his fellow countrymen before 
him, Davitt died with the regeneration of Ire- 
land, from his poiot of view, anaccomplished. 
It is true he never led his fellowr, but he 
always remained as an inspiration for them. 
The battle of life was a hard one for him, he 
was a mill hand at the early age of ten, after 
which he acted as newsboy, “‘printer’s devil,” 
and letter-carrier. Arrested in 1870, he received 
& sentence of fifteen years’ penal servitude for 
& political offence, and served eight in Port- 
land, daring which time he wrote a book, 
‘Leaves from a Prison Diary,” exposing the 
iniquitous prison system that condemned men 
of refinement and culture to the companion- 
ship ot the most depraved of God’s creatures. 

Irelacd has given birth to men of greater 
genius, but to few more sincere. A most capa- 
ble advocate of his cause, he was the father of 
the “Irish National League,” now known as 
the ‘‘UnitedIrish League,” perhaps the largest 
and most far-reaching political organisation in 
existence. 

Davitt had gazed through the long and 
tortuous course of time through which his 
unfortunate country had passed, but he lived 
long enough to see the light breaking through 
the gloom, with the promise of a brighter and 
far happier to-morrow, and with that cha- 
racteristic spirit of forgiveness that permeates 
the heart of every Irishman he left behind 
ineffacsable evidences of his character—of a 
man who having fooght the battle had not 
won, but yet had done a little towards attain- 
ing that goal, which he hoped to reach—and a 
kind word for those he had least cause to love. 

After expressing a wish for his body to rest 
in Strade, co. Mayo, should he die in the 
United Kingdom, he ends his will: — ‘To 
all my friends I leave kind thoughts; to 
my enemies the fullest possible forgiveness, 
and to Ireland the undying prayer for the 
absolate freedom and independence which is 
my life’s ambition to try aud obtain for ber.” 


His life’s ambition was not realised, and hard- |. 


ly will be. ‘This, however, does not detract 
from his genius. The overwhelming forces 
arrayed against him were too powerfal to 
contend with, bdt now that the hard fight is 
over Englishmen as well as Irishmen will pay 
their tribute toa man fall of sincerity in his 
ideal —to one who loved his country well, and 
followed her fortunes with a tenacity of pur- 
pose that will make his name live among Ire- 
land’s choicest sons. 

lt was no fault of his that the salvation of 
Ireland has yet to be, but he played his part 
in keepingalive and tostering the independence 
of her character.

GERMAN SHIPPING RATE-CUTTING. 


The German Woermann Line intends, it is 
stated, running a regular service of steamers of 
& capacity of 2500 tons from the Seychelles to 
Hamburg and Antwerp, the great manure 
marts ofthe world, in order to exploit the 
manure industry, which promises to become 
flourishing. Considerable deposits of guano 
and phosphate rock have been discovered, and 
the guano and the underlying coral form a 
very serviceable fertiliser. 

The Woermann Line, in order to obtain the 
traffic, has cut the prevailing rates by 50 per 
cent. It is pointed out that a good field exists 
for British shippivg enterprise. Trade is 
increasing in the islands, and the rubber 
industry is being well developed,.a local com- 
pavy having jost been formed for the purpose. 
A company has also been oreated for desiccat- 
ing cocoa nats, which are-now. being grown 
again largely. The only line of steamers 
calling regularly at the Seychelles is the 
Messageries Maritimes ; while the British 
India Company's steamers only call from time 
to time. 


CENTRAL AFRICAN EXPEDITION. 


The expedition despatched to Central Africa 
by the Kensington Museum towards the end 
of January last gives promise, Reoter’s Agency 
learns, of the, finest zoological collection yet 
obtained from Africa. The expedition is under 
the leadership of Mr. Woosnam, and his com- 
panions are Dr. Woolaston, Messrs. Dent and 
Douglas Carrothere; and the Hon. Gerald 
Legge. Mr. Woosnam, Dr. W dolaston, and Mr. 
Douglas Carruthers have now succeeded in 
climbing the two bighest peaks of the great 
Ruwerz ri mountain range, identified by 
Stanley as Ptolemy’s Mountains of the Moon. 
They have thus beaten the record of Dr. 
Graner, of the Austrian Alpine Club, who, 
accompanied by two Englisu missionaries, 
renched a point 15,(00ft. above the sea level, 
xhich he named King Edward’s Rock, where 
Dr. Graaer’s records were found by the South 
Kensington party. ‘I'he present expedition has 
made important zoological ciscoveries, among 
the sye‘imens obtained being one of giant bat 
of a siza bitherto unthought of. The collections 
made by the expedition are now on their way 
to England, and the first specimen cases are 
expected ehortly at South Kensington Maseum.
